TULSA, Okla., Juby.23. — One 
tire on J, B. McGay's gutomo- 
bile is spinning along today. as 
usual—but there's no innertube ia 
it. 


McGay, partner in a manufac- 
turing concern now in- defense 
work, hit upon the idea of a tube 
less tire after recent punctures 
tore up two tubes. 

“The idea could save a lot ot 
rubber,” he said. "I don't say that 
it’s better than having an inner- 
tube in the' tire, but it is better 
thah not being able to use a tire 
at ail.” : 5 

He believes his idea will work 
on any. drop center rim and any 
fairly good tire.

3. Applying air rapidly pounding 
on the casing if neces to get 
the air to force the looge side of 
the casing into place against the 
rim.

2. Single men who do.not coa 
tribute to the war effort but who 
tave dependents; 

3. Single men with dependents 
and who contribute to the war 
etort; 

4. Married men without chi 
éren wh» are hot engaged in ti 
war effort; E 
5. Married men without Children 
who are engaged in the war et- 
fort: 

6. Married men living with wife 
and children or children only and 
who are ot engaged in the war 
effort; 


T. Married men living with wife) Sting the Seeral Bureau of In| 


and children or children only who 
are engaged in the war effort. 

To be classed as a married man 
a registrant must have been mar. 
ried before December 8, 1941, atid 
must be living with his wife or 
children. 

To guide local boards: on wheth- 
er or not a man is engaged in the 
war effort, draft headquarters i3- 
sued a list of 34 essential activi- 
ties. ; = 

In granting deferment for oc- 
cupational reasons the board must 
first decide-whether a man is en 
gaged in one of those activities and 
then determine that his particular 
job makes him a “necessary man.” 

Also, the firm in which he 1% 
employed must be fulfilling a war 
contract, performing a government 


service or a service necessary tui 


civilian life in support.of the w: 
effort, or he must be' supplying 
material for such firms. 

The essential activities were:
